‘WASHINGTON, April 9 — President. 
“Wiison took another step in carrying out 
the policy ~he announced to the joint 
houses of Congress yesterday in bring- 


the legislative business of the-Govern- 
ment. While the House Democrats in 
secret caucus were discussing the new 
Tariff bill item: by item, the President, 
accompanied by. four Secret Servicé men 
and Secretary Tumulty, motored to. the 
Capitol, occupied ‘the President’s room, 
and’ conferred ‘for ah hour and a half 
with the::Democratic. Senators of. the 
Finance Committee, which will handle 
the tariff, measure in‘the Senate: 

The precedent which-Mr. Wilson set 
aside in thus-calling on Senators for 
conference at their.end of the Capitol, 
instead of inviting them to the White 
House, is less than half as long as that 
whieh he set aside when he addressed 
the two. houses of Congress in person. 
The last President on record to use the 
President’s room on days other than the 
closing day of.the session, for the pur- 
pose of signing bills passed in-the final 
hours, was Abraham Lincoln. In the 
stress of war times, when, as Asher C. 
Hinds, the parliamentary recorder: of 
Congress, says, ‘‘all-of us were broth- 
ers,” - President. ‘Lincoln _:frequently 
loutiged in his democratic. way at the 
‘Capitol, and there talked with the Sen- 
até leaders about important legislation. 
| (The President's visixr to-eay dealt ex- 
‘clusively ‘with the tariff, the means: of 
getting the bill through the Senate, the 
obstacles in the measure’s path, the 
chances of its ultimate success; and the 
possibility of concessions—to kéep the 
small Democratic majority. intatt.

NEW ORLEANS’ FATE: 


DEPENDS ON A TRAIN 


Seibiitinn Cars of Pitteburgh 
Steel Rushing to Save City 
from’ Flood. .

PITTSBURGH, April 9—A train. of 
Seyenteen cars, loadéd..to capacity with 
steel piling to be, used in bracing. the 
levees’ in the region. of New Orleans, 
started from. the Carnegie Homestead 
mills to-night. .The. train, will have abso- 
lute right of way over all the roads it 
will traverse in !ts race to reach New 
Orleans ahead of. the flood waters now 
rushing down the Mississippi River. 
The failure of the train to reach New. 
Orleans before April 17, when -the flood 
wil] be at‘its greatest height, may mean 
the destruction of: millions of dollars’ 
worth of property in and: around. the 
city. An agent of the United States 
Government is in charge of the train. 
He Aas authority to command any as- 
sistance necessary to. prevent delays. 
Since -the order for the steel piling 
arrived ten.days ago one department at 
the Homestead mills has worked, day 
and night on the job. In the meantime 
the Government has been making ar- 
rangements with@the railroads for the 
run to New Orleans. 

Should. the Government get the train 
into New Orleans in less than. seven 
days. it will set a new record for ‘speed 
between the two cities.‘ Transportation 
men here assert that unless ‘the, train is 
wrécked it will make'‘the trip in time-to 
ermit the setting of the levee. braces, 
t is said thatthe Government has the 
machinery ready for the pile driving, 
‘and that all other, arrangements have 
been madé for the immediate use of the 
steel upon its arrival. :

WASHINGTON, April 9.— The first 
sequel to President Wilson's initiation 
of a policy of appointing men of moder- 
ate means to high diplomatic positions 
eame to-day when Senator Bacon of 
Georgia, Chairman of the Committee 
on Foreign Relations, introduced a bil 
aimed to open the Diplomatic Service 
to men of the type preferred by the 
President.. Instead vr raising the dip- 
lomatic salaries, as suggested in several 
quarters, Mr. Bacon’s bill provides for 
the leasing and furnishing of embas-; 
sies, and. legations at’ Government ex- 
pense until suitable diplomatic. homes 
can be acquired. 

The leasing provisions take effect at 
once. At the same time the Secretary 
of State is directed to investigate and 
report to Congress concerning the cost 


purchasing sites and erecting build- 
ings for four embassies or legations a 
year. For the purpuse of making the 
investigation the bill appropriates. $30,- 
000, to be immediately available. 

In determining tow much should be 
paid for the leasing and furnishing of 
temporary quarters Mr. Bacon’s meas- 
ure divides the capitals of the world 
into four classes. For the first class, 
which includes only London, Paris, Ber- 
lin, and St. Petérsburg, the allowance 
for furnishing is $20,000 in each case, 
while an annual rental of $10,000 is al- 
lowed. : 

In the second class the allowance for 
furnishing is reduced to $15,000 and the 
annual rental to $8,000. This class in- 
cludes embassies at Vienna, Rome, Mex- 
igo, and Tokio. 

In the third class the cost of furnish- 
ing is. limited to $12,000 and the annual 
rental to $7,000. This’ applies to our 
Envoys’ quarters in Spain, Belgium and 
Luxembourg, Cuba, Argentina,and the 
se othe yg ne 

n e fourth class furnishing is lim- 
ited to $8,000 and the annual vinta! to

FAVORS A PRO RATA BASIS: 


Matter Now Will Be Left to the St. 
Louis Court Which May Call 
Attorney General.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—In a com- 
munication to Robert S. Lovett, Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany, Attorney General’ McReynolds to- 
day expressed his purpose not to ap- 
prove the plan for the dissolution of 
the Southern . Pacific-Union Pacific 
merger. “The Attorney General objects 
to that part of the plan which provides 
for the sale of $126,000,000 of Southern 
Pacific stock held by the Union Pacific. 
The plan received the approval of Mr. 
McReynolds’s_ predecessor, G.. W. 
Wickersham, who presented it to the 
United States Court at St. Louis on Feb. 
Shi * 

An objection was made at that time 
by the California Railway Commission 
in regard to the pfovisions- for the use 
of the short line in the State of Cali- 
fornia and the terminals of the South- 
ern Pacific, and the decree was with- 
held.. The main plan, however, stood 
unopposed until the new Attorney Gen- 
eral came into office. 

The Wickersham plan for the dispo- 
sition of the Southern Pacific stock 
held by the Union Pacific provided that 
it should pass into the hands of @ 
Trustee to be sold to the general pub- 
lic, and that. Union Pacific shareholders 
should be permitted to buy only a small 
minority of the stock not to exceed 
1,000 shares each. Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds, it is understood, took the 
view that this stock should be sold pro 
rata among the holders of the stock of 
both roads. The difficulties as to the 
California terminals and the short line 
have been met, and are no longer a 
part of the controverted parts of the 


plan for dissolutior 

r. McReynolds, it is understood, be- 
lieves that the decision of the Supreme 
Court requires a pro rata sale of the 
stock. In consequence of the Attorney 
General’s conclusion the plan will be 
presented to the court at St. Louis as it 
stands and the \Attorney. General wi 
offer no opposition to it. He reserves 
the right to give the plan further study 
and to oppose the execution of it if the 
decree of the court is unsatisfactory to 
the Government. 

There is much speculation as to the 
course that may be required to carry 
out the dissolution plan if the court 
should not agree with the views of Mr, 
McReynolds. The Kmit of time as ex- 
tended by the Supreme Court within 
which the plan may be. perfeeted and 
submitted to the court below expires 
on May 10. Should the court refuse to 
approve, it wil! be necessary to place 
the Southern Pacific in the hands of a 
receiver and the Attorney General may 
decide to go to the Supreme Court again 
and ask for further directions as to the 
specific method to be adopted to effect 
the complete and adequate dissolution 
of the merger. 

It may-also happen that in view of 
the perplexities in the situation the court 
may call on the Attorney General to ap- 
pear and explain his views.

CAUCUS MAKES NO CHANGES. 


Chemical Schedule and Part of 
- Earthenware Rates 4greed To. 


Spécial to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—In caucus 
behind closed doors, the Democratic 
members of the House began considera- 
tion of the tariff bill. The caucus dis- 
closed the complete mastery of Chair- 
man Underwood and the House leaders 
over the situation. This was demon- 
strated at the start, when the caucus 
howled down an attempt to force the 
Ways and Means Committee to proceed 
with.the nomination of all the House 
committees at this time. Some of the 
new members and a few of the old ones 
had been complaining because the com- 
mittee ang the leaders had decided upon 
the election of only four House com- 
mittees at this time, these being neces- 
sary for the passage of the tariff bill. 
‘Chairman Underwood rose and said 
he understood certain gentlemen wanted 
the committees appointed at once. Mr. 
Underwood added that if this was the 
case now was “the time to settle the 
‘matter.””. Whereupon’ | Representative 
Saunders,.a hold-over member from Vir- 
ginia, at once offered a resolution call- 
ing for the immediate organization of 
all the committees. The caucus shouted 
its disapproval, and the Virginian 
quickly withdrew the resolution. This 
outburst of sentiment in support of the 
position of Chairman Underwood was 
significant. 

‘Again, when’ Representative Thomp- 
son, & new’.member. from Oklahoma, 
suggested in the course of the reference 
to the committee organization that 
this was ‘‘a very fine time to take 
from the Ways and Means Committce 
the power to nominate committees,”

tion ‘by the House itself unégil about 
April 21. 

Many amendments were offered in 
the caucus. But not a ‘single change 
was made. It was evident that Chair- 
man Underwood and his colleague were 
in complete control. None of the votes, 
however, involved any real test of 
strength. It is too early’ to’ predict 
what the final result will be in the 





caucus, which .contains about 102 new 
and untried Democratic members, but 
the success with which the chemical 
schedule was: put through greatly en- 
couraged Chairman Underwood and his 
colleagues. The’ real fight will come 
when the wool and sugar schedules are 
reached. 

Louisiana, Ohio, and certain Far 
Western members will attack the sugar 
schedule. The Ohioans are interested 
in both sugar and wool, because Ohio 
is the -greatest merino wool-raising 
State and has some of the largest beet 
sugar factories in the hey pat Both 
these industfies are. dissatisfied with 
the proposal to remove the duty from 
raw wool. at once and to make sugar 
free of duty in 1916. While the Ohioans 
will seek to have the sugar and wool 
schedules changed, it is understood 
that they will not oppose the bill in 
its: entirety if they fail to get what 
they want for’ their State on these 
items. 


Indigo and Linseed Rates Stand. 


A number of amendments were of- 
fered to the chemical schedule, but 
those that caused the most discussion 
related to indigo and linseed oil. Rep- 
resentative H. A. Metz, former Con- 
troller of New York City. who is a 
new member, moved to amend the 
indigo paragraph so as to place that 
product on the free list.. Paragraph 30 
of the Underwood bill proposes to appiy 
a duty of 10 per cent. on indigo, whic 
has been on the free list for the past 
twenty years. ‘The Wilson Tariff bill 
of 1896. the Dingley bill of 1905, the 
Payne Tariff bill of 1909, all made in- 
digo free. 

In 1912 there were 7,697,482 pounds 
of indigo imported, worth $1,160,473. 

xpecting that’ at ‘least $1,000,000 worth 
of the product will come in the: first 
twelve months of. the operation of the 
proposed Underwood bill, the Ways 
and Means Committee decided to apply 
a 10 per cent. rate of duty on indigo 
for purely revenue, purposes. On this 
basis of importation and taxation the 
Government .would get about $100,000 
revenue annually. The Metz amend- 
ment: was defeated by a deeisive vote. 

Another amendment that caused ex- 
tended debate was offered by Repre- 
sentative Fowler of Illinois. It proposed 
to reduce the duty on linseed oil to 5 
cents. a gallon. The Underwood bill

He proposed that the Govern- 
ment levy an internal revenue tax, to 
be paid by all manufacturers importin 
chemical products who employ chil 
labor, force women to work over hours, 
and. refuse to pay an ‘‘ American wage 
scale.’ Chairman <A. Mitchell Palmer 
ruled the amendment out of order. He 
held that it was not germane, because 
it- related to internal revenue. The sec- 
tion under consideration related only to 
customs duties.

ISSUE ON CUBAN SUGAR. 


Question Raised Whether Changed 
Duties Violate Treaty with Island. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 9.—It is already 
apparent that several changes must bé 
made in the terms of the Underwood 
Tariff bill. One of the questions raised 
is whether the changed sugar schedule 
does not violate the terms of the treaty 
with Cuba, the main feature of which 
provided that Cuban raw sugar be ad- 
mitted to the United States at a prefer- 
ential rate. x 

The point involved is rather finely 
drawn, but it may form the basis for 
considerable worry to President Wilson, 
Chairman Underwood, and the Senate 
and House leaders. It-is involved. in 
the language of a proviso of the act of 
Congress off Dec. 7, 1903, which was re- 
garded as necessary to make the treaty 
operative. After the negotiation of the 
Cuban treaty, and while it was pending 
in the Senate, the issue was raised in 
the House that under its constitutional 
right that body «must sanction any 
changes affecting the revenues. of the 
United States. This contention was 
conceGed ultimately by the Senate, and 
a bill. was passed by both houses to 
carry out the purposes of the treaty. 

When the Cuban treaty bill was in 
the Senate. it was amended by the in- 
sertion of the proviso mentioned, which 
even at that time was criticised as a 
“joker.’” -Senator Lodge of Massachu- 
setts was the author of this provision. 
The proviso is as follows: 

Provided that while this treaty is. in 
force no sugar imported from the Republic 
of Cuba, and being the p: ct of the soil 


or inaustry of the Republic of Cuba, shall 
‘be admitted into the United States at a

be abrogated in less than six. months 
from the date of formal notice, no mat- 
ter what reductions are made in the 
sugar rates of this country. by legisla- 
tion. Article 10 of the treaty provides 
that in case changes in the tariff of 
either country deprive either of the ad- 
vantage represented by the percentages 
agreed- upon “on the actual rates of 
the tariffs now in force,” the country 
so deprived has the right to terminate 
its obligations on six months’ notice. 
While the “Dingley’ rates remained in 
force Cuba could have no cause'of com- 
plaint. and the were virtually un- 
changed by the Payne law. 

further clause of Article 10 pro- 
vides that if at any time after the first 
year tariff changes caused Cuba to re- 
gard -the duties levied by the United 
States as affording excessive protection, 
Cuba could reopen negotiations with a 
view to obtaining modifications, 

The Underwood bill repeats, in_ the 
language of the Payne bill, a provision 
that nothing in the measure shall be 
construed to ‘“ abrogate’or impair’”’ the 
ah fern of the treaty with Cuba. But 
t is contended here that this provision, 
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Underwood and his colleagues to con- 
tinue the preference to Cuban sugar, 
misses the point. If Cuba is to have a

FIRM REGARDING ALBANIA 


Powers Insist That They Fix New 
State’s Boundaries—Servia and, 
. Montenegro May Combine. 


LONDON, Thursday, April 10.—The 
great powers will make certain conces- 
sions to the Balkan allies in an endeavor 
to bring about peace.: They have agreed 
on the reply that is to be made to the 
objections of: the allies. offered to the 
bases for mediation as eepaeen by the 
powers. 

The concession to Bulgaria is accept- 
ance of her proposal that:tne frontier of 
the Ottoman Empire shall: be'a straight 
line between Enos and Midia, instead of 
following the: courses of the Ergene and 
Maritza Rivers, as the powers first sug- 
gested. 

While’ reserving the status of the 
Aegean Islands for future determination 
by the powers, they seek to placate 
Greece by giving assurances that a ma- 
jority bf them will be ‘ceded ‘to her. 

The. powers also reserve the questién 
of a war indemnity for settlemeht by. a 
financial commission to meet in Paris. 
Tney insist that they themselves will 
fix the boundaries of Albania. 

King Nicholas“of Montegegro jas def- 
initely arranged plans for his. abdica- 
tion if force should be employed by the 
European powers against his littie king- 
dom to prevent it from obtaining the 
territory it considers necessary for its 
independence, according to information 
obtainéd in official Montenegrin circles 
in London. 

The arrangements for'this action were 
made by King Nicholas in consultation 
with King Peter of Servia, the agree- 
ment being that King Nicholas shouid 
abdicate and witn his family quit the 
country. Montenegro would then effect 
a union with Servia, while King Nicho- 
las and his family would receive an ap- 
propriate provision from the civil list 
and would reserve the right of succes- 
sion to _the Serbo-Montenegrin throne.

RENEW THE BURTON ACT. 

Appeal to the Legislature in this 
State to protect the scenic grandeur 
of Niagara Falls, such as was made 
by Attorney General Carmopy on 
Monday, is not needed. Mr. Carmopy 
says that the title to the centre of 
Niagara River, both in the bed. of 
the stream and in the waters that 
pass over it, resides in this State, 
“subject to such rights as individual 
“riparian owners may have, and 
“subject also to Federal control in 
“the interests of commerce and for 
“the purpose of protecting the navi- 
“gability of the stream.’ The War 
Department and Congress itself have 
ample’ powers to restrain the undue 
taking of water for hydro-electric 
power from the cataract. In his leét- 
ter to Tun Times, appearing April 6, 
Presideht J. Horace McF'Aaruanp of 
the American Civic Association says 
that under the act.of March 80, 1899, 
‘the War Department is specifically 
charged with the controrof the waters 
of Niagara River. Moreover, so long 
&b the treaty with Great Britain is 
effective, the War Department must 
See that its provisions are not vio- 
lated, and the Federal Government 
Would continue its inspections. Mr. 
McFARtAND adds: °

It disturbs the 
equilibrium which England proposed 
and which Admiral von Trrpirz ac- 
cepted. ,He agreed to a 60 per cent. 
superiority on behalf of England, but 
not to 60. per ecnt. plus whatever the 
colonies could be got to contribute in 
aid. .Mr. Morrett moved that no 
contributions ought to be accepted 
without consideration of the terms by 
the British Commons. 

That is decidedly like looking a gift 
horse in the mouth, and refers, no 
doubt, to Canada’s demand that if it 
contributed to the imperial defense it 
should have a voice tn the imperial 
councils: The amendment was with- 
drawn upon. Mr. CHURCHILL’s disso- 
ciating himself from the exact form 
of Mr. Bo&pmn’s pfoposal. Other 
speakers expressed regret that Can- 
ada’s gift should come-from a divided 
people. That would be averted if the 
gift should not be made at all. Amer- 
ican interest-is léss in the navy than 
in the fact that the decision regarding 
the navy is bound up with the com- 
mercial relations of Canada and the 
United States.

AN EATER OF RAW FOODS. 

They are atavistic who gravely hold 
that man ‘made a mistake in dis- 
covering and applying the principles 
of cookery. This is apparent from the 
discovery of a skeleton in the most 
recent paleolithic deposits of Halling, 
England, containing teeth which had 
abscesses at the roots “as a result 
of overwear,” with expostite of the 
pulp cavities. The Halling man, Prof. 
Keriru. teaches,’ may have belonged 
to a totally different genus of human 
being—a branch that was not in direct 
line of descent to modern man. Some 
defect of living habit, either instinc- 
tive or acquired, doomed this race to 
extinction sdéme tens of thousands 
of years ago, Was it his ns 
consumption of raw foods? 

It is possible, of course, to get sub- 
sistence from roots, grains, and herbs 
in which the nourishing starch has 
not burst the confines of its cellulose 
coverings by the application of heat. 
Such food requires severe comminu- 
tion, however, for which the buccal 
apparatus of the ruminant animals 
is best adapted. Pasturing kine 
“ fletcherizing ” their’ cuds eke out a 
peaceful but laborious existence. Man, 
doubtless, was constrained to imitate 
their method in remote ages. But 
like his modern counterpart. among 
the dietétic faddists, he could not 
long survive. ;

called Mr. McGowan its ‘‘ father,” for |’ 


it was he, more than any other man, 
that brought it into being. 

As “Acting. Mayor. Mr. McGowan 
exercised high authority with vigor and 
discretion, meeting. several difficult 
problems, including the Brooklyn car 
strike, in a way that won general ap- 
proval. Though his youthful .advan- 
tages were few, he made himself, by 
much reading of the best..books, a’ well- 
educatéd man—in this as in so many 
other respects far removed. from» the 
ordinary type, of successful politician.

great and good, but if Mayor GAYNoR 
continues much longer to write and 
talk about ‘‘the abuse that is heaped 
upon the! police’? by the people and pa- 
pers of this town, somebody is going to 
say something really harsh and to take 
care that he hears it. 
’ For, as.a matter of fact, nobody has 
heaped any abuse on the police and no- 
body ‘has’ shown even an inclination to 
do so. On the contrary, metropolitan 
press and metropolitan population alike 
have assérted time and time again ex- 
actly what the Mayor himself claims— 
that the police, as a body, are as hon- 
est as they are brave. The only charge 
made as a result of recent revelations 
is that among the policemen are a few 
who are corrupt, and that charge, as 
the Mayor knows and: admits, is true. 
To say so is not abuse, heaped or lev- 
eled. 

The one general accusation applicable 
or applied to the police is that, appar- 
ently to a man,they stand by each other 
as against the city; regardless of what 
individual offenders may have done, 
and, to the extent of their power, re- 
sist instead’ of aiding the purification 
of the department of the villains whose 
presence disgraces it. 

This tendency is, of course, a. virtue 
gone wrong rather than original sin 
—an exaggeration and misapplication 
of that esprit de corps which in 
other manifestations is wholly admir- 
able and as much as any: other one 
thing the basis of police efficiency and 
trustworthiness. The policeman who 
unhesitatingly risks his life when a uni- 
formed brother needs help or deserves 
defenge merits the recognition his _hero- 
ism always gets, but the policeman who 
perjures himself to protect a scoundrel 
from earned punishment, who sullenly 
holds back when he should be aiding in 
the reform of the service, who ‘sneers 
or curses at those who chase the black 
sheep of the police flock—he is not a 
hero; he is a public enemy and should 
be called so.

It sometimes happens, also, in crimes 
of violence, that the criminal leaves his 
victim maimed or~ crippled, ar, “in the 
case of a woman, with bedtty and hope 
gone, andiafter a periéd of incarcera- 
tion. resumes the enjoyment,.of. his 
gains. It is possible that such a:man 
might be willing to, pay the cost of. his 
defense and spend a few years in. pris- 
on to see the one he hated helpless 
and poor. 

In all cases, whether rich or poor, 
a criminal should pay half his cost. to 
the State. And this on the ground 
of simple honesty and justice, in° which 
the criminal sorely ‘needs a_ practical 
lesson. If poor one-half his. earnings 
should go to his family, if he has one, 
or those dependent on him, and the 
other half help to pay what hé has 
cost the State. If. the criminal is rich, 
besides his contribution to the expenses 
of the State he should contribute’ to 
the ‘support of his, victim if: helpless. 
Such a division of ‘his earnings might 
reconcile the opponénts of. prison labor 
to the employment. of eonvicts in the 
industries, or at least in their self-sup- 
port.

REGULATED ‘“ SKYSCRAPERS.” 





Architect Urges Limitation of Their 
Number and. Structure. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Ernest Flage’s letter to THE TIMmS headed 
‘‘ Skyscraper Towers’* is a timely and val- 
vable one, and ought to be interesting to 
New/ York residents in general, and especially 
to architectural practitioners familiar with 
the evolution of the skyscraper. G 

The skyscrapers and their towers already 
built must of course remain as long as Man- 
hattan Island resists geological subsidence or 
the metal skeletons of its skyscrapers Temain 
measurably free from accumulating rust and 
corrosion or defy river flood or tidal: waye. 
But a limit should be set by law to the num- 
ber of them allowed in the future, and those 
permitted should be built at considerable dis- 
tances from each other and with their bound. 
ary walls sloping inwardly like the spire of a 
church, from ground line to top, go as not to 
deprive adjoining buildings of their fair share 
of necessary sunlight and ventilation. 

Mr. Flagg, in my opinion, is quite right in 
saying that skyscrapers have banished “ dig- 
nity, sobriety, and order” from the streets 
where they prevail. ‘‘ Nec mora,’ nec re- 
quies ”’ might well be graven on the corner- 
stone of the average skyscraper. Along with 
many other disadvantages affecting health 
and comfort .it has destroyed architectural 
scale and the mainly restful symmetry in 
some sections of its surroundings. But in 
future it may at least, if its facades are 
properly treated, be invested, as he hints, 
with a@ somewhat compensating picturesque-

The project for building an {mmense stadi- 
um in this park,. which came up about @ 
year ago, was successfully . defeated, and 
this project for June 6 is but the same 
thing in another form, and if the thing is 
allowed to take place it will establish a 
precedent for all sorts of athletic contests 
to take place in this park and to its ruina- 
tion.

It-is not an uncommon experience for 
an asylum physician to forcibly feed 
several patients oh each ef his night 
and morning. rounds of his wards. 
I have known several patients thus 
fed: ang maintained théreby in good 
physical health for many years.. One 
patient was fed in this manner twice 
daily with no apparent ill-effects for 
nearly twenty years, 

The method of forced feeding is not 
essentially more unpleasant than hav- 
ing the stomach washed out, as prac- 
ticed by the stomach specialist to 
test ‘the functional capacity of the 
stomach, which, unfortunately, most 
of-us have experienced at one time 
or another in our. lives. The ex- 
perience is neither -painful or 
dangerous with a skilled nurse or 
physician. Nor is the process. un- 
pleasant’ aside from the first ‘pagging 
experienced as the tube passes down 
the back part of the throat. Many 
melancholics make no special haste 
to- resume the ordinary zmeans of 
taking food so long as forced feeding 
is offered. 

Forced. feeding, or gavage, consists 
in the forcible introduction of food 
into the stomach through a tube. It 
is a simple procedure and one a nurse 
can easily be taught. It has a wide 
application in nourishing’ ‘infants, 
young children, and in ‘the treatment 
of certain forms of insanity. The 
apparatus and method employed are 
as follows: <A _ soft rubber catheter 
is connected to a short glass tube and 
about 18 inches of rubbeg tubing to 
a glass funnel holding froni 4 to 6 
ounces, and the liquid fo60d is poured 
into the elevated funnel. An ordinary 
Davidson syringe is frequently at- 
tached’ to the soft rubber ‘catheter 
when gravity is not employed. The 


sits in a semi-reclining position in 
a chair, the head being steadied by 
an assistant. The tongue is depressed 
by the forefinger, or a wooden gag 
is used to prevent the biting of the 
_tube during the process of passing the 
‘same into the gullet. The catheter 
is then. passed rapidly down ‘the 
oesophagus. Usually about 12 to 16 
inches: of this is passed beyond the 
lips. Then, if the funnel is employed, 
it is raised.for a few moments to al- 
low an escape of gas.from the stom- 
ach, and food is then pouréd into it. 
When the funnel. empties, the tube is 
tightly sasha Fy and quickly with- 
drawn. withdrawn. slowly or 
clumsily fe he likely to excite vomit- 
ing. Sometimes when there is great 
resistance to the introduction of the 
tube through the mouth the latter may 
be passed through the nose. The food 


.given is usually milk and: raw eggs. }: 


The milk. may be partly or wholly 
peptonized. This in. a concise man- 
ner gives one an idéa of the tech- 
nique employed in forced feeding. 

From the foregoing it will be seen 
that forced feeding, properly carried 
out can in no wise be considered as 
a form of cruel and inhuman treat- 
ment. It should not therefore pass 
current in the minds of the unin- 
formed as\a species of inquisitional 
persecution stffered by the militant 
suffragettes. There may be many 
painful experiences suffragettes have 
been called upon to endure-to gain 
the much to be desired equal franchise, 
but forced feeding cannot justly be 
counted one of them. ~

-He 
passed his freshman year there, then 
enrolling as a sophomore. at Harvard 
in 1849. Graduation Day: in 1852: found 
him second in his class, Judge W. G. 
Choate being first and Joseph ,H. 
Choate second, He entered the Law. 
Sehool of Harvard .in 1853, gained his 
LL.B. in 1854, and was honored with 
LL.D. by Harvard in 1902. kee was ad- 
mitted to the bar in this city in 1855 
and began practice on, his own account 
with Neilson Smith. 

His diversions were ‘the study : 
botany and astronomy, and in each 
field he gained considerable repute. He 
was one of the founders. of. the New 
York Botanical Garden and drew its 
charter in- 1891. .He_ collaborated with 
Dr. N. L. Britton in 1896-98 in the pub- 
lication of “Illustrated Flora of the 
United States and Canada,’ in three 
volumes, with nedrly 4,000 illustrations. 
He published his observations on the 
corona in the solar eclipse of 1878 un- 
der the patronage of the Smithsonian 
Institution. 

Judge Brown married ae Cc. Bar- 
rett, who died in 1887. In 1898 he mar- 
ried Helen Carpenter Gaskin. He 1s 
survived by his widow and- four: cyjl- 
dren.

The.need of a.central control over the 
creation of deposit credit currency by 
the banks was emphasized by Edmund 
D.. Fisher, Deputy Controller of the

“The banks,’ he said, “arevin a 
quasi-public position, having’ the .func- 
tion of manufacturing deposit credit
